A PEEP AT MEXICO. 

The ftillowing particulars relating to the City 
of Mexico, are extracted from a letier uddressed 
to a gentleman in Kentucky, by his brother, dated 
the 8th of January, 1822 
“Qn the 25th of November we arrived at the 
great city of Mexico, distant from Vera Crug, about 
three hundred miles. The main road leading trom 
one of these cities to the other is the best TE ever 
travelled, although the country through whieh: it 
passes is the most mountainous I ever beheld. — 
Mexico is surrounded by mountains, some of which 
are covered with snow all the year; they afford a 
grand and splendid prospect from the city, where 
gardens are covered with flowers god other veye 
table productions at all seasons of the year I have 
ate ripe peaches in the morning at the foot of a 
mountain, and in the evening, after having passed 
the mountain, have seen orchards in bloom 

This country produces all the traits of the West 
Indies, as well as thore of North America, the 
apple comes to great perfection; the watermelon 
may be bed every day in the year, ptatoes, and 
in fact every thing that man can wish for, may be 
produced here, though the inhabstants live wretch. 
edly; the city is filled with poor; you are allacked 
at every corner of the street by beggars—s« large 
number of whom are able to work, but have been 
raised in indolence, and can du nothing except ride 
or back a mule, which is their only mode of trans. 
portation, i 
I have been informed that at the time Cortez con- 
quered the city, it contained two hundred thousand 
inhabitants, and at the commencement of the revo- 
lution, one hundred and seventy thousand ; at this 
time the population is celulated at one hundred and 
twenty thousand, two thirds of which are Indians, 
the most ignorant, euperstiiious and mdolent peo- 
ple # have ever'seen—they have been priest-ridden, 
and bing-ridden, until they are neither fit fur sol- 
diers, sailors, or citizens. I have pen. om Visite 
ed the ld palace of Montezuma, and have been 
in the room which he filled with gold to purchase 
peace of the Spaniards. BI have likewise seen the 
large stone that Montezuma and hw people wor- 
shipped—rthis stone is made to resemble the sun, 
and 1s ahout eight feet in diameter, of solid stane, 
on which is carved the figure of all the animals in- 
habiting thie country—it is now put in front of the 
Cathedral seen ancient ornament. At this time 
i inhabit 5 of the Viceroy’s palace: it is a 
splendid building, and calculated to quarter (wen.

East and of the West, when demands like these 
indicated are addressed to the Prince of the Fafth- 
ful?” On which the Mufli said, ‘ Yes, it is just.’ 
These words were immediately repeated by all the 
Ulemas. The following question was next pro- 
posed :—*“* Is it just and wise to withdraw the 
Mussulmen from the Principalities of Moldavia 
and Wallachia, while the Moscovites have assem. 
bled on the frontiers a numerous corps, which 
they will not dissolve?” To which all those pre- 
sent answered unanimously, * No; that would not 
be just, it would not be wise,’ 

The following questions were then discussed : 

*Can the adminswation of the two frontier pro- 
vinces be eptrusted in future, as it has hitherto 
been, ecithet to the perfidious and traitorous 
Greeks or Boyars |"—The answer was unanimous- 
ly, * No, that i impossible ’—* Can we restore to 
the rebellious Rajahs all theie churches and their 
privileges so long as they obstinately persist in 
their disobedience to the Sublime Porte?

1 went on board the 
pirate with two men, when they manned my boat 
with four men, and sent them on board the Jay, 
where they ordered the crew into the forecastle, 
and stood in for the land. ‘The captain of the pi- 
rate began to question me respecting the cargo, to 
whom it belonged, &e. but I gave him no direct 
answer. He said he ‘knew what was on board as 
well as | did—that he had friends at Gibara, who 
obtained the information for him—ihat the cargo 
belonged to Capt. Driggs, and if he could catch him 
he would hang him, but he weuld not hurt us, the 
cargo being all that he wanted.’ At 12, they 
brought the sloop to anchor inside the reef to the 
westward of Neuvitas, and hauled their schooner 
alongside. ‘They then ordered us all into the fore- 
castle, except the boy, and placed a guard over it. 
They then commenced loading their schooner with 
our cargo, threatening the boy if he did not tell 
where the money and valuables were concealed 
they would kill him. After loading the schr. which 
captured us, they hauled another alongside and 
loaded her also, piling them 4 or 5 feet upon deck. 

At half past four, the boy opened the forecastle 
and told us the pirates had gone.
